For Chaplin, like all men of 
genius, is Jar from being uw 
simple character. The book 
descisbes bis childhood in the 
squalid corner of Lambeth where 
he und his brother Sydney lived 
with his widowed mother, a 
former music-hall singer: run- 
ning wild in the streets, selling 
newspapers, for a time during 
his mother’s illness living in an 
institution for homeless children 
The early private years remain, 
understandably, confused and 
obscure. But Chaplin’s pro- 
fessional life on the stage began 
early, and with it the ascertain- 
able facts: engagement with a 
troupe of child clog dancers 
called the Eight Lancashire Lads 
(“by the time he was eight 
years old he was already 
a veteran of the troupe’); a pat™ 
as Billy the office boy in “Sher- 
lock Holmes;” an appearance in 
the first performance of “Peter 
Pan” (as one of the wolves). 

Most people know that he 
came by his training os a 
comedian with Fred Karno, bul 
many will be surprised by 
Karno's first report on the poy: 
“a pale, puny, sullen-looking 
youngster. I must say that 
| when I first saw him, I thought 
he looked much too shy to do 
any good in the theatre, par- 
ticularly in the knockabout 
comedies that were my 
speciality.” At seventeen years 
old “he wasn’t very likeable,” 
said Karno. 

Anybody who has ever met 
him wilt surely agree that success 
has turned the unsociable boy 
who “lived like a monk and put 
most of his salary away in the 
bank as soon as he got it” into 
& man of extraordinary charm; 
certainly a man who has shaken 
off his diffidence: a Hollywood 
friend of mine told me a few 
years ago that Chaplin not only 
liked talking about his own films, 
he would insist on acting the 
story right through in great de- 
fail, playing every part himself 

But he remains a moody 
creature, subject to fits of 
tenacious sadness. It is the con- 
trast between the brilliant, 
famous Chaplin and the 
melancholy solitary to whom he 
sometimes reverts that gives Mr 
Cotes's and Misg Niktaus’s boolt 
its theme.

INVEIGLING TITLE 

“Ten Tall Men" is not an 
inveigiing title.

This is unfortunate, for though 
it has a fairy story ending like 
most good tales of adveniure — 
and is suitable enough for 
children, it is convincing, full of 
excitement and not completely a 
schoolboy's picture.

The final audacious stroke is 
to lift the heroine Mahla (Jody 
Lawrance) from under the 
no:2 of the husband~o-be 
while the marriage ceremony is 
actually going on, and to marry 
her himself when he Bnd six of 
the ten tail men reach the 
&atris-n and a hero’s welcome. 

Mahla is really beautiful and 
most spirited; riding, shooting, 
fighting and fainting with the 
best of them. Debonair Mike 
has a wonderful knack for pep 
talks and getting oul of diffi. 
wives which is as it should be 
with a hero Legionnaire. 

Verdict: A very enjoyable 
hcur or two if you surrender to 
the <raditional adventure story, 
which, somelimes secretly, ap- 
peals to the youth in everyone. 
And why not?

H1EN the British 
Mandatory 
Government of 
Palestine back in 

1947 and earlier called on 
David Ben Gurion. head of 
the Jewish Agency and 
underground Haganah, to 
co-operate in wiping out the 
Britain-hating terrorists of 
the Irgun Zvei Leumi, he 
turned a deaf ear. 

The Jews were opposed to 
Irgun’s violent methods, he 
said, but co-operation with 
the British — accused of 
“hindering” the establish- 
ment of a Jewish state— 
was impossible, 

Last week, the samé ‘terrorists 
turned Jerusalem's stredts into a 
battlefield. Rioting bands clashed 
witb the police as they tried to 
stonm the Knesset, where mem- 
bers were debating whether they 
should ask Germany ‘o pay re- 
parations for Nazi atrocities. 
Again they were obeying their 
leader, Menachim Beigin, whom 
a hundred thousand British 
troops had sought in vain. For 
Beigin had threatened “war to 
the death” if negotiations were 
authorised. 


WARNING 


This time, though, Ben Gurion 
came to the rudi, warned the 
nation that the fovces of law and 
orser woull crush aj] acts of 
terror 

“If nesesscry,” he declared, 
“the police will use all the power 
an:i means at the disposal of 
the state in order to defend the 
l:w ocnd the guardians of the 
law.” 

As he spoke, hundrecs of 
steel-helmeted police, armed with 
balons and shields, and carrying 
gas masks patrolled the Holy 
City to prevent fresh riots. 

Seluers in full battledress 
were bivouacked at strategic 
points. Barbed wire barricades 
were strung across roads once 
again. 

But this time Jew was fighting 
Jew, 

Nevertheless, despite the signs 
of civil disorder, observers be- 
lieve Israel will not become an- 
other Spain. The question of 
whether or not to negotiate with 
Germany, though, has touched 
deeper feelings than any other 
issue in recent years. 


DESPERATE 


Too many people bea: the 
tettoo marks of the concentra- 
tion camps on their arms, and 
earry with them. nightmare 
memories of Nazi ‘tortures for the 
thought-of official contact with 
the Germans to be generally ac- 
ceptable. ” 

Israel cannot accept blood- 
money, they say, or the martyr- 
dom of six million Jewish dead 
wit] be defiled. And to prevent 
contact with the Germans Mena-

But Ben Gurion has other 
troubles too. He is worried by

Why, in the face of such strong 
public feeling, is the govern- 
ment anxious to negotiate with 
Germany? 


The Jews do not want revenge 
The real reason is simple. 

Israel is in a desperate econo- 
mic position. Her foreign cur- 
rency reserves are exhausted. 
Imports exceed exports during 
the period January to October 
1951 by £78,000,000 


The November United Stites 
grant-in-aid of 65,000,000 dollars, 
the 95,000,000 millien dollars 
collected so far through th. scle 
of bonds in the United States 
and the 76,000,000 dolla:s collec- 
ted during 1951 in world-wide 
appeals, have czlréady been 
allocated for the purchase of 
food for the population. Israel 
has no stocks in hand, and any 
wartime blockade of her coast 
would see her population facing 
Starvation within three months. 


TROUBLES 


Raw.materials are needed to 
keep the factories going, and 
there is a huge interest due and 
repayment to be made on the 
U.S. Export-Import Bank loan 
of 135,000,000 dollars. 

Should reparations be obtained 
from Germany (Israel is asking 
for 1,500 million dollars) the 
Government will be  satisied 
even if they are paid in goods. 


Particularly needed are Ger-' 


man wooden prefabs for the 
housing of new immigrants. Six 
hundred and sixty eight 
thousand people have entered 
the country since May 15, 1948, 
more than the total number of 
Jews in Palestine on the day 
the State _ was proclaimed. 
Thirty-two thousand of them 
are ‘still living in tents, another 
80,000 in fllmsy carivas - walled 
huts. Now they are beginning to 
ask why they -were brought to 
Israel. i 
They listen to Communists toa, 
who tell them the ‘Government 
cannot give them decent homes 
because it Is spending too’ mutch 
on building a-big army'and-pro- 
viding bases for the “American 


‘tmperialists.” ; a 


Until the two parties quare)l- 
ed over the East-West issue, they 
co-operated closely. Together, 
they built up the communal 
settlement movement and Israel's 
big co-operative industrics be- 
longing to the Trade Union 
Federation. Now the East-West 
quarrel represents the source of 
the real danger to Israel. 


In the communal settlements 
the two groups often refuse to 
live together. If they do so, they 
eat at diffcrent times, refuse to 
use the same cooking pots. J) 
same cases cven husbands and 
wives no longer speak to each 
other.

INFLATION 
In the country districts, the 
struggle at present chiefly 
economic. Mapam is trying to 
win the support of the workers 
by pleading for higher wages, 
Mapai, although forced to con- 
eede 10 or 15 percent wage in- 
creases in certain industries last 
week, is risking unpopularity by 
holding te an anti - inflaticnary

This policy has had little suz- 
cess, however, and inflation is 
the biggest problem of Israel’s 
common man today. The popula- 
tion is swollen by newcomers, 
nearly 200,000 of them primitive 
people from O:iental countries 
who haye never even used a 
spoon or a fork before thelr 
arrival in Israel. And the scarcity

ef goods has sent prices rocketing 
and led to a vicious black market 
in commodities and currency. 
To counter the activities of 
Mapam and the Communists 
Israe) must improve her economic 
position. Reparations from Ger- 
many and more foreign aid will 
help—but only if the rate of 
immigration is slowed. Last year 
174,000 people entercd the coun- 
try. This year, the open door 
policy of which the Zionists 
dicamed was finally modified. 
Only 120,000 are expected under 
a selection system which restricts 
the assisted entry of Jews from 
countries where their lives are 
oa endangered to the under- 
’s. 


With an immigration policy 
which admits an Inflow of young 
an@ vigorous Jews, another in~ 
jection of foreign aid and no 
world war, Israelis are still con- 
vinced that they are on their 
way to becoming one of the most 
progressive forces in the Middle

OVER-DOSE|/ 


By H. N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


PROPERLY used, aspirin is 
a helpful and harmless drug 
Nevertheless, it .5 possible !o 
abuse it and, when taken in 
excessively large amounts, it 
can be dangerous. It may pro- 
duce permanent damage to the 
nervous system, or ut times 
even cause death 

Since there is no antidote f:r 
an over-dese of aspirin, the 
only treatment jor an over- 
dose is its rapid removal from 
the body. The fzct that large 
quantities of aspirin may cause 
severe kidney damage may be 
a serious obstacle lo any treal- 
ment, an additional reason for 
care in using the drug and fcr 
keep{ng it well out of the way 
of inquisitive youngsters. 

Unindicated Usage 

In addition to poisoning due 
tu am over-dose, there is the 
possibility of developing a mild 
form of poisoning from the 
ccnsiptent..unindicated use of 
smuller quantities over a long 
period of time, A good many 
people develop this condition’ 
unawares, 

Some cuses of unexplained 
nosehleed may be due to this 
causa, the reason being that 
too much aspirin interferes wii 
the aictting mechanisms of the 
blood, and. thus “makes the. 
habitual user Prone to haemerr- 
hageg.

Ing to the bumper again, be 
careful not to bow! them to the 
batsman who Is a good hooker.

Fo: the outswinger the grip 
coniists of the frst and second 
fingers held across the seam, 
with the thumb on the seam 
underneath.

At this moment the trunk 
should be turned well round so 
that the left shoulder Js point- 
ing to leg slip.

downward movement, and fol-

Police And Reds 
Clash In Tunis 


Tunis, Jan. 18. 


One person was reported to have been killed 
and three wounded in clashes today between police 
and demonstrators in Tunis. 

The Tunisian Communist Party tonight called for 
strikes and demonstrations in protest against the arrest 
of the Communist and nationalist leaders last night by 
the police, who flew them out of the city. 


Demonstrators stoned cars 
and a trolley bus in Tunis. 

Police tonight guarded’ the 
approaches to the Britlsh Con- 
sulate-General In Tunis after 
rumours that a Tunisian delega- 
tion would try to protest to the 
Brftish against last night's 


arrests. 

It was officially stated late 
tonight that the six arrested 
leaders of the Neo-Destour 
Party had been taken to Tabar- 
ka, in the north of Tunisia, and 
the six Communists, who in- 
cludeg the Party Secretary, to 
Remada, in the south, 

They are expected to be re- 
leased amd warned not to Tre 
turn to the big towns, 

The forbidden Neo-Destour 
adjourned tonight after passing 
a motion protesting against the 
measures taken concerning its 
leaders and “refusing all res- 
ponsibility for the disastrous con- 
sequences cf these measures.” 

Assuring the Bey of Tunis of 
the loyalty of the Neo-Destour 
members, the motion added 
that only ithe abolition. of the 
protectorate and making the 
country an independent nallion 
would satisfy the aspirations of 
the Tunisian people.—Reuter.
